ALGERIA. 

Demtization in ports.

AZORES. 

Blague on the island of Terceira. 

The following is taken from the Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen 
Gesundheitsamtes, Berlin, July 22: 

Plague was introduced into the interior of the island of Terceira, 
belonging to the group of the Azores, during the first half of the 
month of July, apparently by emigrants returned from Brazil. To 
July 16, 15 cases with 8 deaths occurred. The entire island is officially 
declared plague infected. The neighboring islands of San Miguel, 
Madeira, and Fa3^al are apparently free from plague. 

Report from St. MichaeVs— Plague at Terceira and Fayal. 

The following is received from the Department of State, under date 
of August 10: 

This Department is in receipt of the following cablegram from the 
vice-consul at St. Michael's: 

"Seventeen cases with 10 deaths (from plague) at Terceira. Seven 
cases 2 deaths at Fayal." 

BARBADOS. 

Report from Bridgetown — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, July 25: 

Week ended July 25. Eleven steamships were inspected and granted 

bills of health. Total number of passengers, 475; members of crews, 

210. 
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Three steamships were fumigated. No quarantinable diseases were 
reported for the week. 

BRAZIL. 

Report from Rio de Janeiro — Inspection of vessels — Mortality — Plague 

and smallpox. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, July 17: 
Week ended July 12. Vessels inspected and received bills of health: 
July 6 the Portuguese bark Liv, for Norfolk, Va., in stone and sand 
ballast, with no passengers, and no change in the crew personnel; 
July 7 the British steamship Wandsworth, for New Orleans, in cargo, 
and with no passengers, and no change in the personnel of the crew; 
»Jul} r 8 the German steamship Seiglinde, for New York, with cargo, 
no change in the crew personnel, and with 1 cabin and 3 steerage 
passengers; July 10 the British steamship Spartan Prince, for New 
York, with 1 new member of the crew — second engineer — signed on in 
this port from another steamship, 1 cabin and 3 steerage passengers, 
and a cargo of coffee (this last vessel was the subject of a special report, 
as she left her second engineer in Santos with a diagnosis of smallpox), 
and on the same date the British steamship Chaucer, for New Orleans, 
with coffee, no passengers, and with no change in the personnel of 
the crew. No other vessels left this port for United States ports 
during the week. 

Mortality — Plague and smallpox. — Week ended July 12. Total 
estimated population, 811,265. Total deaths, 511. No deaths from 
either yellow fever or plague, although there was one reported case 
of the latter disease. There were 474 new reported cases of small- 
pox, with 215 deaths. At the close of the week there were 555 cases 
of smallpox under treatment in the Hospital Sao Sebastiao. 

BRITISH HONDURAS. 

Report from Belize, fruit port.

Week ended July 30. Present officially estimated population, 10,000.
